169 of the Represen¬ 
tation of the People Act, 1951 (43 of 1951), the Central Government, after consulting 
(he Election Commission, hertby makes the following rules further to amend tho 
Conduit of Elections Rules, 1961, namely :— 

1,. (1) These rules ma,y be called the Conduct of Elections (Amendment) Rule*, 1993. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. In the Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961, in rule 59-A,— 

(a) in the marginal heading, for the Words “constituencies in Assam*’, the words 
“constituencies in Assam, Meghalaya, Nagaland” shall be substituted; 

(b) for the words “State of Assam”, the words “State of Assam, State of 
Meghalaya, State of Nagaland” shall be substituted.
